that at 6th and Congress Streets, Tucson, SA DUFFY ran 
into. BONANNO on theistreet. BONANNO stopped SA DUFFY 
and stated he wanted to get something off.his chest. He 
was advised that SA: DUFFY would be happy to hear anything - 
he had to say. The interview lasted from 11:25 a. m.. 
to 12:05 a. m. Present in a nearby parked car, but not 

in a position to- eu neay the conversation was TONY SCRIVANO. 


BONANNO seaptad off by stating that he had 
personal respect. for SA DUFFY and because of that he was. 
willing to express what he wanted to say, 4e stated that 
he would use the word "you" in the interview, but by that 
he would mean law enforcement in general and not SA DUFFY 
personally. He expressed some ignorance of the exact Fs 
lines of juridictional demarcation between the various’, 
Federal agencies. He stated he was aware of the fact - 
that the. FBI was the agency that arrested his father 
November 14, 1958, but was not sure whether or not the FBI . 
conducted the trata” on the BONANNO home some menths later 
and again arrested his Lather, He stated that he thought” 
that it..was -thesFBI: and ‘the FNB, but was not sure. ..He 
stated that what .he/ had - $0 say. was for. the benefit of: any 
law enforcement agency that had an. interest in either himself

‘BONANNO began by stating that he felt "that 
we. have taken it onl the -chin long enough, and we.are now 
going to start fighting back."

his (BILL BONANNO's) business had suffered. He stated 
that a financial backer and partner had withdrawn from. 
his food business. .He stated he was referring to 

whom he termed a (Obscene 1) who was 
afraid to go ahead in business with BILL BONANNO because 
of the investigations being conducted by "you" He 
stated that he had a quarter of a million dollar business 
built up and he was not going to stand by and see it 
harmed because of these investigations. He again 
reiterated that he was not talking specifically about 
the FBI because he was net sure who was conducting 
what investigations, 


He next referred i as a big 
. fat (Obscene 2) who talks a lot, refers to the Mafia 
frequently, but when he is pinned down he refuses to 
name names. [____lis manager of the Tucson Better 
Business Bureau. He stated that was afraid to name 
names, but that his hints were broad enough to eliminate 
anyone other than BILL of JOE BONANNO in some of his 
statements. i 


He fefenived to Chief of Police BERNARD GARMIRE © 
and a recent television program, and referred especially os 
to a chart. on this program showing some intermarriages in 
Italian families. He stated that because of all the harass- 
ment and specifically because of this chart his wife 
has been humiliated) and because of this humiliation has 
become ill. : 


He also referred to that (Obscene :; of 
the Tucson Sheriff's Office. He stated that gave 
the "Phoenix Gazette" a story when LEWIS SIROTTA was killed 
that SIROTTA was a friend of JOE BONANNO and as a result 
the Gazette headlined the killing as "PAL OF BONANNO'S KILLED." 
BILL stated that a retraction appeared a day or so later, 
but it was a one line retraction on Page 14. "The harm 
had already been done", he said. 
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He stated that-"that (Obscene 4) L sone TO (sic) bTC 
of the "Arizona Republic" is always printing some (Obscene. 3) 


about the Mafia and us BONANNOs. He is in for some 
changing also.' : : 


He said "If you guys have got so (Obscene 6) 
much on us why haven't you got us in jail"... "You make a 
big splash in the newspapers about the Mafia but you never 
put anyone in jail. If we are such big eriminais you 
aren't doing your part fbx the citizens of the United States." 


, In response to what he meant by ' 3 BONANNO 
explained that all Italian people are being pal Banos: 
because the investigations of some hoodlums have led 
the public to believe that all Italians are: gangsters or 

"untouchables", He told SA DUFFY that similar persecutions 
happened to SA DUFFY when he was young bic eae of SA ee 
Irish background. 


He pointed out that the recent aus of the 
Apalachin leaders in New York was a frame, and was because 
Judge KAUFMAN wanted a Supreme Court judgeship ahd the "DA" . 
wanted to become a judge. He said both of these men will 
refer to their part in convicting the Apalachin leaders 
when they make their bid for advancement. He said, "Whoever 
heard of amyore being convicbed on overt acts?" 


He next stated, "Do you think that I'd jeapardise . 
my food. business by hariiling a two dollar book?" Why he brought 
this subject up is obscure, and he did not clarify it. It 
is significant to note that he at this point weat‘on to the | 
next subject. : 


_ BONANNO related that he was well avare of the 

"electronic aids that you: people” have to help you. ~He 
pointed out that he knew that 1% was possible for SA DUFFY 
‘so be recording the conversation, but that he did not care - 
who knew it. 


He said, "I know all you: guys and your car. It is 
a grey Ford, Arizona license AAJ-100 or AAU-700." He said 
that he sees this car at all hours of the day and. night 
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wherever he might be and sees it frequently in the alley 

in the rear of his office, and at the turn off on Oresta 
Loma Road from North Oracle Road. He reiterated again that . 
"you" does nat specifically mean the FBI, 


He said, "You guys are al] the time saying that 
there is such a thing as the Mafia. There isn't and I can 
quote your own boss that there isn't. I have a newspaper 
clipping from him stating that there is no proof that the 
Mafia exists and I: get it out and vead it every once in 
awhile just for kicks." He stated, "You guys ought to see 
how ridiculous you look to us, I mean us on the inside with 
these crazy investigations." "There is no Mafia, as I told 
you Attorney ROGERS said-to the press." ‘Why then do you 
ea ila with these crazy things, and embarrass us about 
shings that happened thirty years ago." 


He specifically stated, "Perhaps my father did some- 
thing. wrong many years ago; so what, he isn't doing anything 
wrong today." Quickly, however, he qualified by saying that 
if his father did do anything wrong years ago he was too young 
to remember such a thing, 


He added that he was real worked up apout the- harm 
being caused "my people": and me by these investigations and 
that he intended to retaliate, and he replied, "Oh, in a 
legal manner, we're not going to throw any stones,- this is 
1960, you know, not. the thirties." 


Later,in an apparent philosophical mood,he said 
that 1% would probably do no good to sue these people mentioned 
because the newspapers would report it in a sensational manner, 
and that would result in more bad publicity for "us". He again 
at this point explained "us" as all Italian people, but specifie 
cally those you are investigating. i : 


He finally stated that he spoke only for himself next, and 
that he personally would retaliate by leading such an outstanding 
and exemplary life, that.no one could criticise him. 


He said, "You tell whoever you have to tell, that when- 
ever you arrest BRILL BONANNO you'd hetter have a (Obscene 7) case, 
because I'm really going to fight". He explained this by stating 

, that his.good character from now on was going to get him many - 
ge "big names" to testify for him if’and when he was arrested. 
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On August 28, 1959, Assistant United States 
Attorney MARY ANNE REIMANN, Tucson, Arizona, advised that.

were not welcome in Phoenix and their presence was 
undesirable. 

(2) Whether the District Court had jurisdiction of 
cause of action based on the facts alleged. 

(3) Whether the District Court erred in dismissing 
the action without affording plaintiff the right to file 
a further amended complaint. 

B. Whether the inherent police power of the state 
has been so unreasonably or arbitrarily exercised as 
to plaintiff as to violate his rights under the Civil 
Rights Act. 


2As used herein, the terms “Civil Rights Act” or “Civil Rights 
Law” are used as all-embracing terms. No refinements or distine- 
tions between various provisions thereof are attempted hercin. 

SAppellant will throughout this brief be referred to as “plain- 
tiff”; appellees will be referred to as “defendants”.: : 
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Ii. 
SUMMARY OF ARGUMENT 

In this brief we will discuss the requirements of 
pleading in a civil rights case, analyze the factual 
phase of plaintiff’s complaint and apply to the facts 
alleged the law as we understand it to be. We will 
further discuss the further point urged by plaintiff 
that the trial court erred in not allowing him to 

amend his complaint further.

ARGUMENT 

THE RECORD 
The complaint was filed on May 3, 1961. A motion 
for preliminary injunction was filed on the same 
day. On May 19, 1961, defendants gave notice of tak- 
ing deposition of plaintiff. On May 22, 1961, a motion 
to dismiss the application for injunction was filed, 
and a motion to dismiss the complaint was filed. On 
May 19, 1961, affidavits of John J. Karie, Gordon 


" Selby and Leon Orr were filed. On May 22, 1961, the 


affidavit of Charles Thomas was filed. No reference 
will be made to any phase of the affidavits which might 
be deemed to be in dispute. No denial of the affidavit 
of Selby and Orr is in the record. In this latter affi- 
davit, the affiants Selby and Orr describe their con- 
versation with plaintiff, and skipping over the con- 
versation generally and the opinions and obscenities 
of the plaintiff in relation to the Tucson Police De- 
partment, it appears from the affidavit as follows:

‘(* * * We talked to Mr. Bonanno in generalities 
and asked him if he knew Morris Brady and 
Rudy Preffetto. He stated he knew them, in 
fact that they were friends of his. These two 
men are now wanted on a murder warrant in 
Tucson, Arizona, and the Federal Government 
has also issued a warrant for their arrest for un- 
lawful flight to avoid prosecution. Mr. Bonanno 
asked us if we were going to tell him to leave 
town. At this point Mr. Bonanno was interrupted 
by affiant Gordon Selby stating ‘Now that you 
have brought up the subject, we would appreci- 
ate it if you would leave town.’ It was explained 
to him that we had nothing personal against him 
but that we were interested in his associates such 
as Charlie Battaglia, John Battaglia, Rudy 
Preffetto, Morris Brady, and his father, Joe Bo- 
nanno, and others that have been known to asso- 
ciate with him, and that we felt that his presence 
in Phoenix would tend to bring these persons 
into Phoenix and we would appreciate it if. he 
would tell them their presence was not desired. 
Mr. Bonanno told us that he had many friends 
and asked who was to be the judge of whether 
they were good or bad and that he couldn’t help 


what his father or his friends did, or be disre- . 


spectful to his father because of his background 
and associates and for their alleged underworl 
activities.”’ : 


On May 24, plaintiff moved to extend the time of 
taking his deposition. On May 24, the judge of the 
United States District Court extended the time of 
taking plaintiff’s deposition from May 25 to May 31, 


1961. A subpoena duces tecum was served on the de- ° 


~ 
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fendants on May 23, 1961. On June 6, 1961, a motion 
to strike and for entry of judgment by default against 


plaintiff was filed by defendants. An affidavit was filed 


in connection therewith. The proceedings at the time 
of the deposition on May 31 are set forth in the record. 
Suffice it to say the plaintiff refused to give his depo- 
sition. On July 13, 1961, plaintiff. filed his amended 
complaint. On July 21, defendants moved to dismiss 
the complaint. Interrogatories were served on plain- 
tiff on July 25, 1961. The record fails to show any 
answers to the interrogatories or order extending 
time to answer. On September 20, 1961, the District 
Court “Ordered that Defendants’ Motion to Dismiss 
First Amended Complaint is granted and that this 
action is dismissed.” On October 5, 1961, notice of 


_ appeal was filed.

THE AMENDED COMPLAINT 


Paragraph III of the amended complaint alleges: 
‘ia’ “That this Court has jurisdiction under the 
‘ seprovisions of Title 28 U.S.C. § 1831 and § 1343. 

That this action arises under the United States 

’ Constitution and particularly Article I § 8, Article 
‘’ TV §4, Amendments XIII and XIV, and the laws 
“"hoe the United States Title 18 U.S.C. § 241 and 

§ 242; Title 28 U.S.C. § 1331 and § 1348; Title 42

In Paragraphs IV and V plaintiff describes the 
defendants, namely, the Chief of Police and certain 
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named and unknown police officers of the City of: 


Phoenix. 


In Paragraph VI plaintiff charges that defendants 
conspired to deprive plaintiff of the equal protection’ 
of the laws of Arizona, to wit, the laws in relation to 
due and established tribunals, their organization, pro- 


cedure and course of justice*; further, that defend-’ 
ants conspired to deprive plaintiff of those rights’ 


provided under the Constitution and the laws of the’ 


United States and particularly those set forth in Para- 
graph III quoted above, and conspired to impede;’ 


hinder, obstruct and defeat the due course and due 


process of law and justice in the State of Arizona‘ 


(see Note 4, supra), and further conspired to deprive 


plaintiff of the rights, privileges and immunities se-* 
cured by the Constitution and laws of the United’ 


States extended to citizens of the United States and 
particularly those set forth in Paragraph III. The 
plaintiff then charges that the acts of defendants were 
committed by each of them while acting under color 
and pretense of the statutes, ordinances, customs and 
laws of the State of Arizona (again see Note 4), and 
were not committed in their individual capacity. 


However, in Paragraph VII, plaintiff seems to. 
change his claim and therein alleges that the defend- 
ants:

Le ARGUMENT ON THE FACTS AND LAW 

i In. actions for redress under the Civil Rights Law, 
it-seems well embedded in the law in this Cireuit that 
opinions and conclusions of the pleader are not suffi- 
cient; that to state a claim for relief the action must 
be bottomed upon facts pleaded. A conspiracy, if one 
is, ‘pleaded, must show facts of the conspiracy. The 
overt’ ‘xets must show violations of the Civil Rights 
Law: The pleaded facts in the present complaint show 
‘neither a conspiracy nor a Violation. 


he case of Agnew v. City of Compton (9 CA 1956) 
239 Bz2d 226, a civil rights case, in respect to the type 
of language appearing in Paragraphs VI and VII of 
the-pr ésent amended complaint, held as follows: 

_” “@eneral allegations of this kind, when unsup- 
“ported by the complaint read as a whole, have

consistently been rejected as insufficient. The com- 
plaint under examination, considered as a whole, 
does not support these general allegations. * * *” 


In the case of Hoffman v. Halden, this Circuit, 268 
FF, 2d 280 at 294, your Court held: 

**(13) It is true that general conclusionary alle- 

gations unsupported by facts have consistently 

been rejected as insufficient to constitute a cause 

of action under the Civil Rights Act, Agnew v. 

City of Compton, supra, 239 I. 2d at page 231. 


“Various Circuits have rejected in civil rights 
eases, ‘the mere allegations of conspiracy, fraud 
or malice;’ and disregarded ‘* * * as mere con- 
clusions, the loose and general, the factually un- 
supported, characterizations of the complained of 
acts of the defendants, as malicious, conspira- 


torial, and done for the purpose of depriving _ 


plaintifts of their constitutional rights * * *’, 
Agnew v. City of Compton, supra, 239 F. 2d’ at 
page 231 refers in footnote 11 to ‘opprobrious 
conclusions * * * “spiteful, malicious, wrongful; 
oppressive, * * *’?? as adding nothing and cor- 
rectly cites Snowden v. Hughes, supra, 321 U.S. 
at page 10, 64'S. Ct. at page 402. It will be noted

“(17,18) Ina civil conspiracy, the conspiracy

In'the case at bar, as defendants, we have the Chief 
of Police and officers of the Police Department. of the 
City of Phoenix, some named and some unnamed. The 
plaintiff describes himself as a citizen of the United 
Statés and of the State of Arizona and as a person 
domiciled and residing in the State of Arizona. He 
also,deseribes himself, in Paragraph VII, 21, (R. 55), 
as an: employee of the Romulus Restaurant.

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This concludes the facts alleged in the complaint. 


It will be observed from the twenty-one facts alleged 
that plaintiff was a known person to the Police De- 
partment of Phoenix, that he bad just arrived in 
Phoenix, that he was employed at the Romulus Restau- 
rant in the City of Phoenix. It will be further ob- 
served throughout the so-called overt acts alleged in 
the amended complaint that the subject of questioning 
is never mentioned except overt act 4 heretofore re- 
ferred to. Whatever the subjects talked about, it is 
clear that if threats were made, they would have been 
alleged; that if violence or even harshness was used, 
it would have been alleged; that if arrests were made, 
they would have been alleged; that if searches and 
seizures were conducted, they would have been alleged. 


The next question is, what is the claimed impact of 
the acts alleged upon plaintiff? Reading the brief of 
appellant from cover to cover, the only allegation on 
this subject is as follows: 

“# * ® Taken as a whole they show over a rel- 
atively short period of a weelx or so, an intensified 
campaign of harassment, interference, intrusion 
and badgering directed against the plaintiff. These 
activities interfered with plaintiff’s personal lib- 
erties and employment. The pattern and purpose 
of the same is evident.’’ 


This is really the entire argument of plaintiff. We 
are not in accord with counsel’s opinion of what the 
facts show. Further, his case, even as stated by him, 
is not supported by a single case cited by him, nor 
is any argument made that his case fits the facts in any 
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decision cited by him. Contrary to -the position of 
plaintiff, as stated by his counsel in the opening brief, 
the action of the Police Department of the City of 
Phoenix is completely defensible on at least three 
bases: 


(a) As routine police conduct in conformity with 
their duty as police officers, which has been variously 
expressed and will hereafter appear. 


(b) Ordinary routine police duty in relation to the 
subject of the whereabouts of. two men wanted for 
murder in Tucson who were friends of the plaintiff 
and in relation to his association with Charlie Bat- 
taglia, John Battaglia, Rudy Preffetto, Morris Brady 
and his father, Joe Bonanno. Who the Battaglias are 
or who Joe Bonanno is is not clearly indicated in the . 
record other than it is apparerit they were known to 
the police of Phoenix. The Preffetto and Brady re- 
ferred to are the men wanted for murder in Tucson 
and wanted by the federal government for unlawful 
flight to avoid prosecution. 


(c) The presumption that comes to the aid of de- 
fendants is well stated in Volume 20, American Juris-. 
prudence, page 174, as follows: 

: “170. Generally.—In the absence of any proof 
’ to the contrary, there is a very strong presump- 
‘tion embodied in the maxim, ‘omnia praesumun- 
tur rite esse acta’, that public officers have prop- 
erly discharged the duties of their office and per- 
formed faithfwlly those matters with which they 
are charged. Stated in another way, the courts 
will presume, in the absence of evidence: to the 
‘+ eontrary, that public officers have not culpably 
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neglected or violated their official duties and ‘have 
not acted illegally in the doing of any official acti’? 


We do not intend to even intimate that either. @); 
(b) or (¢) above immunizes police from an action 
under Civil Rights Law. We do, however, urge that 
under certain facts and circumstances the letter of. the 
Civil Rights Law must give way to the police powér ‘of 
the state. In stating the matter thus simply, we do ‘not 
intend to concede in the slightest that any civil rights 
of the plaintiff have been invaded by the defendants. 

“Peace officers are generally classed as public 
officers. * * * In a great many cases, it is held that 
he’’ (police officer) ‘‘is a public officer, on. the 
ground that his principal duty is the preservation. 
of public peace, which is a matter of public con- 
cern,’

Whether we consider the case under the presump- 
tion quoted above or in the light of the record, which 
indicates the concern of the Police Department of the 
City of Phoenix as to the whereabouts of two friends 
of plaintiff who were charged with murder in the City 
of Tucson, or merely as a matter of routine police 
procedure, we believe the answer is always the same. 
The alleged acts constituted no infringement upon-the 
rights of plaintiff under The Civil Rights Law. We 
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know of no case that holds that harassment, interfer- 
ence, intrusion and badgering constitute a basis of a 
civil rights action under the Constitution and laws of 
thie United States. 


on connection with this subject, Judge Kaufman in 
the ease of United States v. Bonanno, 180 F. Supp. 
71, makes several observations in the course of his 
opinion. Some that are particularly apt are as fol- 
lows:

To ignore such reports would.‘seem 
to be a dereliction of duty. We see no unneces- 
sary or improper interference with the rights of 
individuals in the stopping of the automobile con-- 
taining appellants or in the requiring of the ap- 
pellants to step out of the car while inquiries were 
being made.” 


An interesting observation made by Gerhard O. W. 
Mueller, a Professor of Law and Director of the:Com- 
parative Criminal Law Project at New York Univer- 
sity, in ‘‘The Journal of Criminal Law, Criminology 
and Police Science’, published by the Northwestern 
University School of Law, Vol. 52, No. 1, May-June 
1961, discusses the subject of ‘‘The Law Relating to 
Police Interrogation Privileges and Limitations”. In 
the course of his remarks, the author discusses many 
phases of police interrogation, police interviewing and 
kindred subjects. In the course thereof, he discusses 
the fact that the law grants every citizen, even the 
worst convict, the right to speak or to keep silent when 
he pleases, and then goes on to say: 

“e * * By the same token, the police have a vir- 
tually unlimited right to ask questions. They are 
not entitled to any answers, * * *,” 


It will be observed that the Fourth Amendment to - 
the Constitution provides as follows: 

“The tight of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and effects, against unrea- 
sonable searches and seizures, shall not be vio- 
lated, and no Warrants shall issue, but upon prob-. 
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“able cause, supported by Oath or affirmation, and 


.. particularly describing the place to be searched, 
-» and the persons or things to be seized.” 


‘The Court will observe that the right of the people 
tobe secure in their persons, houses, papers and effects 


_is.a right against unreasonable searches and seizures. 


In this case plaintiff was never searched and the plain- 


tiff was never seized.

. _OIVIL RIGHTS AND THE POLICE POWER OF THE STATE 
The Supreme Court in the case of Kovacs v. Cooper, 

69 S.Ct., 448 at 451, held: 

s “* * * The police power of a state extends 

| beyond health, morals and safety, and compre- 

~. hends the duty, within constitutional limitations, 

-; to protect the well-being and tranquility of a com- 

';,, munity. A state or city may prohibit acts or 
things reasonably thought to bring evil’ or harm 

__, to its people.” 

dn the same case the court further said: 


‘“‘Of course, even the fundamental rights of the 
Bill of Rights are not absolute. * * *” 


“These citations are in a case which upheld an ordi- 


_ nance of the City of Trenton, forbidding the use of 


sound trucks and loud speakers or sound amplifiers, 
‘ete. which emit therefrom loud and raucous noices 
and, are attached to and upon any vehicle operated or 
standing upon said streets or public places aforemen- 


’ tioned. 


_! The Supreme Court in the case of In Re Kemmier, 
136 US. 486 at 448, 10 S.Ct. 930, states as follows: 
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“<* * * Undoubtedly the amendment forbids any . 


arbitrary deprivation of life, liberty, or property, 
and secures equal protection to all under like cir- 
cumstances in the enjoyment of their rights; and, 
in the administration of criminal justice, requires 
that no different or higher punishment shall be’ 
imposed upon one than is imposed upon all for: 


like offences. But it was not designed to interfere . 
with the power of the State to protect the lives, 


liberties and property of its citizens, and to pro- 
mote their health, peace, morals, education and 
good order. Barbier: v. Connolly, 113 U.S. 27, 31.” 
(Eimphasis supplied) 


In the recent case of Lambert v. People of the State 
of California, 355 U.S. 226, 78 S.Ct. 240, a conviction 
under a Los Angeles ordinance requiring the registra- 
tion of persons convicted of a felony within the state 
and without the state was reversed on the primary 
ground of lack of notice to the defendant. The convic- 
tion was struck down because of the failure to give 
notice. In the course of the opinion of Justice Douglas, 
he declares: 

“* * * deep in our law * * * is the principle 
that of all the powers of local government, the 


police power is ‘one of the least limitable.’ * * *” 
(U8. 228, §.Ct. 2438) 


Justice Douglas cites in support of this text the: 
case of District of Columbia v. Brooke, 214 U.S. 188, 
at 149, where the court said: 

‘««* * * Tn the case at bar we are dealing witlr 
an exercise of the police power, one of the most 
essential of powers, at times the most insistent, and 
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,», always.one of the least limitable of the powers of 
» + government.” 


" Of interest is the text contained in the 1952 Hdition 
of The Constitution of the United States of America 
prepared by the Legislative Reference Service, Li- 
prary of Congress, and printed by the United States 


_ Government Printing Office, on page 982. The text is 


as follows: 

‘Limitations on the Police Power—Because 
the police power of a State is the least limitable 
of the exercises of government, such limitations 
as are applicable thereto are not readily definable. 

° Being neither susceptible of circumstantial pre- 
. cision, nor discoverable by any formula, these lim- 
jtations can be determined only through appropri- 
ate regard to the subject matter of the exercise 
of that power. ‘It is settled (however) that nei- 
ther the ‘contract?’ clause nor the ‘“‘due process” 
clause had the effect of overriding the power of 
* the State to establish all regulations that are rea- 
‘ gonably necessary to secure the health, safety, 
good order, comfort, or general welfare of the 
community; that this power can neither be abdi- 
cated nor bargained away, and is inalienable even 
by express grant; and that all contract and prop- 
erty (or other vested) rights are held subject to 
its fair exercise.’ ”’ 


' Certainly the Phoenix police were fair in their exer- 
‘cise of power. : 

:. Numerous cases dealing with the subject of police 
Hower of the state as contrasted with constitutional 
rights secured by the Constitution and the Fourteenth 
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Amendment have withstood the attack on state ac- 
tion in its various forms based upon a claim that the 
act or actions are unconstitutional and violate rights 
of persons under the Constitution and its amendments. 


Long ago the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Civil Rights Cases, 109 U.S. 3 at 13, said: 

«c* * * the rights of life, liberty and property 

(which include all civil rights that men have) 


& % HI 


We are not quoting the case for its holding because 
it has been modified in many instances, but its enunci- 
ation of a truth seems apparent. The due process of 
law and the equal protection of the law and other civil 
rights and constitutional provisions still relate to one 
of these three basic rights, life, liberty and property. 
In the present case, neither the life, liberty or prop- 
erty of the plaintiff was invaded. He was neither 
physically mishandled, much less beaten and abused; 
no property right was taken from him, and his life 
was unimpaired and never threatened. Can it be said 
that in organized society a person who has been ques- 
tioned by police and who has been followed in an 
automobile by police has had a constitutional or statu- 
tory right invaded? A reading of the complaint shows 
that there was applied to this plaintiff an ordinary, 
everyday police practice. for reasons of its own, the 
Police Department of the City of Phoenix ‘followed 
a police pattern which the Court knows as a matter 
of common knowledge i is a sound police practice. Were 
it otherwise and were a court to hold that it was an 
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invasion of the civil rights of the plaintiff to do the 
things related in this complaint, the police depart- 
ments of our nation in their investigations would be 
brought to a standstill.

PLAINTIFF’S CASES 
- Plaintiff has stated the statutes upon which he 


 yelies, the authorities upon which he relies and his 


conclusion that he has stated a cause of action. We 
state with certainty that there isn’t a single case cited 


‘ by plaintiff where the facts involved resemble even 


remotely the case at bar. Discussing the cases cited 
in plaintiff’s brief in the order in which they appear 
in the index to Table of Authorities Cited by plaintiff, 
we find these cases cited: 


‘1. ‘Agnew v. City of Compton, (9 CA, 1956) 239 
F, 2d 226 


Constitutional rights involved: An action against 
the city, its electrical inspector, and two of its police 
officers for alleged deprivation of plaintiff’s rights in 
being arrested on charges of engaging in the business 


_ of auctioneering without city permit, etc. The District 


Court dismissed the complaint. Your Cireuit af- 
firmed. In the course of this opinion the Court, in re- 
spect to the type of language appearing in Paragraphs 
VI and VII of the present amended complaint, held as 
follows: 
‘“‘General allegations of this kind, when unsup- 
ported by the complaint, read as a whole, have 
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consistently been rejected as insufficient. The com- 
plaint under examination, considered as a whole, 
does not support these general allegations. * * *” 


Here, as in the Agnew case, supra, the means em- 
ployed by the police were reasonable. No violence or 
indignity resulted. 


2. Baldwin v. Morgan, (5 CA, 1958) 251 F. 2d 
780 


Constitutional rights involved: This case involved a 
class action by Negroes for injunction and declaratory 
relief against compulsory segregation in railroad wait- 
ing rooms. The complaint was dismissed by the Dis- 
trict Court and reversed by the Circuit Court. All of 
the facts in this opinion are completely dissimilar to 
those in the present case and relate to an entirely dit- 
ferent phase of the rights of persons under the Civil 
Rights Law. 


3. Cohen v. Cahill, (9 CA, 1960) 281 I". 2d 879 


Constitutional rights involved: This is an opinion 
of your Cireuit. The facts are well known to this 
Court. It was an action for damages based on claim 
that defendants, acting under color of state custom 
or usage, deprived plaintiff of rights guaranteed by 
Constitution. The facts were that room of plaintiff 
was entered while he was in bed, his luggage and per- 
sonal papers were searched. He was detained at police 
station for 4or 5 hours and suffered questioning by 
one of the defendants against his will. He was ordered 
to get out of San Francisco. Photostatic copies of his 
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notebook were made and retained, and he was not 
charged with any public offense. A clear invasion of 
known constitutional rights. 


4. Hatfield v. Baileauz, (9 CA, 1961) 290 F. 2d 
632 


Constitutional rights involved: This is a decision 
of this Court. It was a suit by inmates of a state peni- 
tentiary to enjoin prison officials from enforcing cer- 
tain regulations and continuing certain customs and 
usages at the penitentiary. The District Court granted 
certain injunctive relief. Appeal was taken, and the 
judgment of the District Court was reversed. The 
theory of the appellee’s case was that the prison regu- 
lations and practices in question, whether or not de- 
signed to this end, have the effect of depriving ap- 
pellee of the right of reasonable access to the courts. 
(Reasonable access to the courts is considered by the 
court to be one of the rights guaranteed as against 
state action by the due process clause of the Four- 
teenth Amendment.) There is no similarity between 
the facts of that case and the case at bar. Further, the 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff claiming his civil 
rights were violated was reversed by your Court. 


5. Hoffman v. Halden, (9 CA, 1959) 268 F. 2d 280 


Constitutional rights involved: This is an opinion 
of this Court. It was an action for violation of civil 
rights arising out of alleged conspiracy resulting in 
wrongful incarceration of plaintiff in state hospital 
for mentally ill. The facts are complicated. The opin- 
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ion is long. It is relied on by plaintiff. The complaint 
in this case is set forth in the margin of the opinion 


of this Court. The opinions and conclusions in the . 


present complaint and the complaint in Hoffman v. 
Halden are quite similar. Where the present plain- 
tift’s case falls down is in this: That the facts alleged 
are completely dissimilar.” Without reviewing all of 
them, the claim is made that the plaintiff was forcibly 
taken into custody without being informed of the 
charges against him and without exhibiting a citation; 
depriving plaintiff of the right to select a physician as 
provided for under the laws of Oregon; refusal to 
permit plaintiff to call or communicate with his coun- 
sel; wilful refusal to permit plaintiff to summon 
witnesses in his own behalf; confining plaintiff in an 
enclosure where criminals were incarcerated; threat- 
ening, coercing and intimidating plaintiff in respect 
to making objections to his illegal detention; threat- 
ening and intimidating and coercing plaintiff from 
exercising and availing himself of due process and of 
the due course of law; wilful violation of a court 
order, and it goes on and on and includes talking the 
money and property of plaintiff from his person; 
foreefully removing plaintiff from the courtroom dur- 
ing a hearing. This case is heretofore cited by defend- 
ants on the subject of requirement of pleading in a 
civil rights case. . 


6. Lewis. Brautigam, (5 CA, 1955) 227 F. 2d 4 


Constitutional rights involved: The constitutional 
point involved in this case related to the act of law 
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officers.who exact confessions by violence. The court 
held they could be sued under the Civil Rights law. 


%. Millet v. Godchaus Sugars, Inc. (5 CA, 1957) 
241 F. 2d 264 


* Constitutional rights involved: This is an authority 
sustaining the language in the Lewis case that a mo- 
tion to dismiss for failure to state a claim should not 
bé' granted unless it appears to a certainty that the 
plaintiff would be entitled to no relief under any state 
of facts which could be proved in support of his claim. 


~g Monroe v. Pape, (1961) 81 8.Ct. 473, 365 U.S. 
167, 5 L.Wd. 24 492 


t Constitutional rights involved: This case sets at rest 
many of the problems that have faced the court in 
éivil rights cases, The facts in that case relate to the 
action of 18 Chicago police officers who broke into pe- 
titioners’ home in the early morning, routed them 
from bed, made them stand naked in the living room, 
and ransacked every room. Further, that Mr. Monroe 
was taken to the police station and detained on open 
charges for 10 hours, while he was interrogated about © 
a ‘two-day-old murder. He was not taken before a 
magistrate, though one was accessible; he was not per- 
mitted to call his family or attorney; he was subse- 
quently released without criminal charges being placed 
against him. The court held that Mr. Monroe was en- 
titled to bring an action under the Civil Rights Law. 


‘In the Monroe ease there was a breaking, search and 


seizure, and a detention of a duration that amounted 
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to an arrest. Comparison of facts in the Monroe v. 
Pape case with those of the case at bar is so evident 
it needs no further comment. 


9. Progress Development Corp. v. Mitchell (D.C. 
Til. 1960) 182 F. Supp. 681, reversed in part 
on other grounds in 286 ¥*, 2d 222 


Constitutional rights involved: This case is cited to 

the proposition, according to plaintiff’s brief, page 10, 

“The test would appear to be whether the acts 

charged against the individual defendants or any 

of them, would give rise to a cause of action, 

either legal or equitable, for the violation of a 
right of the plaintiff. * * *” 


Plaintifé misconstrues the decision. What the court 
said was: 
“No right that is unenforceable in a court of 
law or equity, in any court in the United States, 
can be classified as a civil right.”” P. 713 


The conclusion of the plaintiff and the words of the 
court are quite dissimilar. The court did not say nor 
mean to say that any right recognizable in a court of 
law and equity gives rise to an action under the Civil 
Rights Law. 


AMENDMENT TO COMPLAINT 


Plaintiff urges that he should have been allowed to 
amend his complaint. The complaint filed by plaintiff 
(R. 8) had addressed to it a motion to dismiss (R. 


33- 


14). This motion was filed apparently on the 19th of 
May, 1961. On July 18, 1961, plaintiff filed an amended 
complaint. To this latter complaint a motion to dis- 
miss was filed July 24, 1961, and was granted on Sep- 
tember 20, 1961. The court further dismissed the 
action. No motion to amend the amended complaint 
was filed. -The notice of appeal was filed on October 
5. Rule 15, Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, pro- 
vides in subdivision (a) as follows: 

‘“‘(a) Amendments. A party may amend his 
pleading once as a matter of course at any time 
before a responsive pleading is served or, if the 

_ Pleading is one to which no responsive pleading 
, is permitted and the action. has not been placed 
. upon the trial calendar, he may so amend it at 
any time within 20 days after it is served. Other- 
wise a party may amend his pleading only by 
leave of court or by written consent of the ad- 
verse party; and leave shall be freely given when 
justice so requires, * * *” 


It will be observed that plaintiff had amended his 
complaint once and had ample time to amend his 
pleading again between July 24 and September 20, . 
1961. 


Plaintiff argues that it was error for the trial court 
to grant the motion to dismiss without giving leave to 
the plaintiff to amend. 


The rule determinative of the claim of plaintiff 
seems to be well stated in the case of Feddersen Motors 
v. Ward, 180 BF. 2d 519: 


“

“8, Federal civil procedure 

The right to amend complaint once as a matter 
of course ended with entry of judgment dismiss- 
ing the action, and thereafter pleading could be 
amended only with leave of court, or application 
might have been addressed to court’s discretion 
to have judgment set aside in order to permit 
filing of amended complaint. Federal Rules of 
Civil Procedure, rules 15(a), 60(b), 28 U.S.C.A.”’ 


“9, Courts 

Where record did not indicate that any appli- 
eation to have judgment set aside in order to per- 
mit filing of amended complaint was made to trial 
court, no question as to filing of amended com- 
plaint was open to consideration on appeal. Fed- 
eral Rules of Civil Procedure, rule 60(b), 28 
U.S.C.A.” 


See also: 
Szalliewicz v. Farrell Lines, 142 F. Supp. 496, 
498. 


IN RE COHEN v. NORRIS 
The decision of this Court, sitting in bank, in the 
ease of Michael Cohen v. ‘Russel K. Norris, et al., 
No. 17,141, not yet reported, appears decisive of the 
ease at bar. Although the Court upheld the first three 
overt acts in the complaint filed in that case sufficient 
to withstand“a motion to dismiss, it held that 


‘The allegations concerning the fourth overt act 
do not state a claim on any theory.” 
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In this decision, in upholding the complaint, the 
Court points out certain distinctions between Sections 
1983 and 1985 of Title 42, U.S.C.A. Therein your 
Court points out that the Fourth Amendment guaran- 
tees the right of the individual to be secure against un- 
reasonable arrests, as well as against unreasonable 
searches and seizures. Your Court then points to the 
fact that there were alleged unreasonable searches and 
seizures. In our present case there are no arrests; 
there is no brutality, and there is no search and 
seizure, 


The allegations of the fourth overt act, according 
to the opinion of the Court, included a search and 
seizure of the person of the plaintiff in the presence of 
others. The Court held it was not sufficient on any 
theory. 


CONCLUSION 

It is respectfully submitted that the defendants here 
did not subject or cause to be subjected the plaintiff to 
the deprivation of any rights, privileges or immuni- 
ties secured by the Constitution and laws (42 U.S.C.A. 
1983), nor are facts pleaded which show a conspiracy, 
and, particularly, no act was alleged to have been 
done by defendants which injured plaintiff in his 
person or property or deprived him of having and 
exercising any right or privilege of a citizen of the 
United States (42 U.S.C.A. 1985). 


Nothing remedial in the federal courts is stated in 
plaintiff’s complaint. We are not here concerned 
whether plaintiff has a remedy elsewhere. 
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Therefore, judgment of the District Court should 
be affirmed.

I. 
COMMENT ON THE RECORD ON APPEAL 

Appellees refer (Reply Brief, pp. 3-4) to certain affida- 
vits of some of the defendants which were filed in the 
early stages of this case, and which were included in the 
record on this appeal by designation of the defendants. 

None of these affidavits, when filed, was addressed to the 
motion to dismiss the first amended complaint, nor do they 
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have the-slightest connection with the questions presented 
on this appeal. They are attachments (T.R. 16-21) to the 
defendants’ Notice of Motion to Dismiss (T.R. 14) which 
was:filed in May; 1961, almost two months prior to .the 
filing- of the first amended complaint which is. the subject 
of this appeal. Their relevancy even.to that motion is open 
to serious doubt. uO 


Reference is also made in the Reply Brief (pp. 4-5) to- 


an extention of the time for taking plaintiff’s deposition, 
an early motion by defendants -to strike and for entry of 
default, interrogatories (served after the defendants’ mo- 
tion to dismiss the first amended complaint, incidentally), 
ete. Just what light these various procedural matters could 
possibly shed on the questions presented to this Court is 
not apparent; nor are they more than mentioned in the 
reply brief. 

Unless it were to show the activity and ingenuity of trial 
counsel for the defendants, the only plausible reason for 
the insertion by appellees in the record of these extraneous 
motions, affidavits, pleadings and orders would be to pre- 
sent the appellant somehow in an unfavorable light: to 
suggest that he evaded answering interrogatories; to sug- 
gest that he is a “low fellow” because of the foul lan- 
guage which he allegedly used according to the ex parte 
affidavits of two of the defendants; perhaps to intimate 
that his first amended complaint should be measured by 
different standards from those customarily employed by 
courts because he may have had unsavory associates (ac- 
cording to the joint affidavit of Selby and Orr; T.R. 19). 
The rather lengthy quotation from the -Selby-Orr affi- 
davit in the reply brief (p. 4) lends support to the foregoing 
construction. _ 

The order appealed from here was not an order direct- 
ing the entry of summary judgment. It was an order erant- 
ing the motion of defendants to dismiss the first amended 
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complaint, and dismissing the action (T.R. 76). It brought 
to an abrupt halt all pending proceedings in the case at 
the trial level. Whether the trial court committed error, it 
is submitted, should be determined by an examination of 
the pleading which was struck down and the law thereto 
applicable—not by innuendo or sly suggestion; for whether 
the appellant’s name be Bonanno or Smith, or whether he 
likes or does not like the police force of Tucson, Arizona, 
really has nothing to do with the questions now at hand. 
Assuredly counsel for appellees are as well aware of this 
as appellant’s counsel. 


II. 


ARGUMENT 
1. The Overt Acts Pleaded in the Complaint Are Sufficient to 
Support a Claim for Relief Under the Civil Rights Statutes. 

Appellees state or paraphrase the twenty-one subpara- 
graphs of Paragraph VII of the first amended complaint 
first appearing therein, and editorialize upon each of them 
(Reply Brief, pp. 9-15). 

Item 1 is the order from Hodges to Rust. It is said that 
such an order “could not possibly have any impact on the 
plaintiff’, and even when acted upon, “leaves no imprint 
of illegality.” The order pleaded was to the effect that 
plaintiff be questioned at any opportunity—not that he 
simply be questioned on a stated subject with the view to 
gaining information. The repetitive and random purpose 
of the order is implicit in its terms, and assuredly it is not 
the sort of order which normally is given by a police officer 
to his subordinate. Its effect on the plaintiff would be to 
subject him to questioning at any opportunity which pre- 
sented itself to Rust, regardless of time, place or purpose. 
If illegality be a necessary element, then it lies in the diffuse 
nature of the order and its lack of connection with any 
proper objective of police activity. 


’ 
~~ 
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Items 2, 3 and 5 may be considered together. These -re- 
late to orders issued by various defendants concerning 
three automobiles. Appellees assert that these specific alle- 
gations should be disregarded because there is no assertion 
of ownership of the vehicles in the complaint, and no asser- 
tion that the automobiles were stopped. It is submitted -that 
the ownership of the vehicles is wholly immaterial. All the 
overt acts charged in the complaint were accomplished, 
according to the general averments, in furtherance: of the 
object of the conspiracy and in purposeful and syste- 
matic discrimination against the plaintiff (T.R. 50, 51). 
Surely it is not a requirement of pleading that in each 
specification the general averments must be repeated -in 
detail. It is to be noted that in the three sub-paragraphs 
three separate sets of orders are pleaded: (1) Hodges to 
Rust; (2) Bingaman; (3) Selby and Orr. 

The Form 36 referred to in two of the orders (sub- 
paragraphs 2 and 5) is not as innocuous as appellees would 
make it out. The form, which is attached as Exhibit A to the 
reply brief, is designed to set forth the results of an inter- 
rogation and contains many items descriptive of the inter- 
rogatee, as: “origin”, “yr. born”, “dress & ident marks”, 
“oceupation”, “employer”. Of course the form is for police 
use only! Obviously it was not intended for the use of the 
person or persons who are-halted and questioned. But in 
order for the form to be completed properly the officer must 
ask and receive answers to detailed questions. Thus the 
use of the form pursuant to the orders pleaded would nee- 
essarily result in annoyance and embarrassment, to say the 
least, on the part of those who are stopped and questioned. 

It is argued that these specifications are deficient be- 
cause there is no allegation that the orders were carried 
out. These orders were issued during the last week of April, 
1961. The action was filed on May 3, 1961 (T.R. 7). The

supposition is not unreasonable that the bringing of the 
suit had a somewhat chastening effect on the defendants 
and in itself caused a relaxation, even a postponement, of 
their plans and objectives. As appellees themselves so aptly 
point out (Reply Brief, p. 17), “* * * there is a very strong 
presumption * * * that public officers * * * have performed 
faithfully those matters with which they are charged.” 20 
Am. Jur. 174, “Evidence”, Sec. 170. So, a direct order will, 
presumably, be carried out. Further, it is submitted that 
the issuance of orders such as these is in itself an overt 
act. Suppose that P, a police captain, issues an unlawful 
order to S, a sergeant, to pick up A and hold him in de- 
tention until] A’s home can be searched without a warrant. 
A learns of the order. Must he wait to see whether S carries 
out the order, or may he immediately seek injunctive relief? 

Item 4 charges that the defendants Orr and Selby on 
April 24, 1961 interrogated plaintiff, told him that his 
presence in Phoenix was undesirable and that the Phoenix 
Police Department would prefer that he leave Phoenix, 
and advised him to tell his friends and associates that they 
were not welcome in Phoenix and that their presence was 
undesirable. Appellees’ comment: “Surely, a sound police 
procedure”. This phrase, in varying form, runs like a re- 
frain through pages 11 to 15 of the reply brief. 

Police officers are clothed with the authority and power 
of the governmental unit which they serve. Their declara- 
tions to an American citizen going about his lawful con- 
cerns, and not charged with or suspected of any public 
offense, that he is unwanted in the community, that the 


police would prefer that he leave, that his friends and asso- 


ciates likewise are unwelcome and unwanted, amount to 
more than the pleasant and courteous exchange of ameni- 
ties. They carry force; they are enunciated with the expec- 
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tation that they will produce the desired result. They are, 
in a word, “official”. ‘ 

Is it indeed a “sound police procedure” for police officers 
to undertake to curtail the right of a citizen to move freely 
within the country, to go where he likes and to settle where 
he chooses? Surely this goes far bevond the pr oper fune- 
tion and purpose of peace officers. 

“Municipal police power must be exercised so as not 
to infringe arbitrarily or unnecessarily upon private 
rights, for the personal rights or liberties of citizens 
cannot be arbitrarily invaded under the guise of munic- 
ipal police regulations.” 37 Am. Jur. 286, “Municipal 
Corporations”, Sec. 286. 


This principle is stated in relation to the legislative author- 
ity of cities; but clearly it would apply a fortiori to police 
officers acting on their own initiative. 

Appellees assert that Item 6, which alleges the issuance 
of an order that special investigators or the detective 
bureau be notified when any out-of-state cars were in the 
vicinity of the Romulus Restaurant, cannot affect plaintiff 
since he was only an employee of the restaurant. The plain 
implication of the order is that the police should maintain 
a watch over the environs; otherwise it would be meaning- 
less. Where activity of this kind is directed against an em- 
ployee of a business (as the.complaint alleges) its effect 
on his employment would appear to be direct and obvious, 
to say nothing of its impact on him directly. 

Item 7 charges that defendant Thomas, Police Chief of 
Phoenix, issued a blanket order to his subordinates con- 
cerning the plaintiff. Appellees do not contend that this 
was “sound police procedure”; but they do say that it could 
not have any effect upon plaintiff until it was acted upon. 
Again, it is pointed out that such an order will presumably 


be carried out unless it is prevented—as, by the filing of 
an action seeking injunctive relief. See discussion of this 
point, supra. 

This particular order, issued as it was by the head of 
the Police Department, is further significant in that it 
shows more than a random series of acts relating to the 


plaintiff; it is perhaps the very keystone of the conspiracy. ° 


It shows that the activities complained of were directed— 
or at the very least ratified and sanctioned—by the execu- 
tive officer in charge of the entire police force of Phoenix. 

As for Item 8, which charges that on April 26, 1961, the 
Chief of Police stated that “we of the Police Department 
are going to do everything in our power to make the plain- 
tiff move elsewhere”, appellees discount the charge on two 
grounds: (1) that there is no allegation showing to whom 
the statement was made, and (2) that it is not alleged that 
plaintiff left or was forced to leave Phoenix. The first 
objection is one which could easily be obviated by discovery 
procedures, and does not go to the weight or effect of the 
allegation. As a matter of fact, this precise point is cov- 
ered in the defendants’ interrogatories (T.R. 65 (f), (g), 
(h)). The second point seems to be, in essence, that a pro- 
nouncement of this sort has no significance until and unless 
- it accomplishes its objective. It is true that the plaintiff 
did not leave Phoenix, but it is also true that he promptly 
sought relief (including injunctive relief) under the Civil 
Rights Statutes, for the very purpose, among others, of 
preventing this announced objective from becoming a real- 
ity. Can it be seriously contended that a citizen is helpless 
to do anything in response to such a policy pronouncement 
emanating from high executive authority, except to wait 
and see whether it will be carried into effect? 

In regard to Item 9, alleging the issuance of an order 
from the defendant Thomas to the Detective Bureau to 
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keep the plaintiff under constant surveillance, appellees 
say (Reply Brief, p. 12): “Certainly a proper order for a 
chief of police to give in the exercise of his power as chief 
of police.” If this is a sound statement of the law, then we 
are perilously close to the police state in Arizona, The aver- 
ments of the complaint negative any possible inference 
that plaintiff was suspected of any crime, or charged with 
any public offense, during the period in question. Surveil- 
lance of suspected eriminals, or surveillance for the pur- 
pose of carrying forward an investigation, is undoubtedly 
a proper exercise of the police power. But surveillance— 
more than that, “constant surveillance”—for its own sake, 
or as a means of harrassment and as part of a plan to 
cause the subject to move elsewhere, is certainly in a dif- 
ferent category. When viewed with the many other acts, 
orders and events set forth in Paragraph VII of the com- 
plaint, this particular order falls solidly into the overall 
plan and objective of the defendants. 

Appellees also point out the lack of an allegation that 
plaintiff was in fact kept under constant surveillance. It is 
respectfully submitted that, surveillance being the secret 
process that it is, the plaintiff could hardly be expected 
to know whether it was maintained around the clock. Surely 
that would be a matter within the peculiar knowledge of 
the defendants. 

Items 10 and 11 may be considered together. These allege 
that plaintiff was followed by police on two occasions within 
a single day, and stopped and questioned on another. These 
are merely paraphrased in the Reply Brief, with the appar- 
ent purpose of belittling the incidents. Again it is pointed 
out that they fall into the general pattern of pressure and 
harrassment. The “clearly normal police procedure” com- 
ment is made with reference to Item 11. Appellant raises 
the question whether it is normal or proper or routine 
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police procedure to stop and interrogate a passenger in a 
motor vehicle and tell him he must fill out-an identification 
card, in the absence of any indication that a crime has been 
committed, or that information is required in the course 
of a bona fide investigation. Police simply do not ordinarily 
and customarily do these things. That they did so here is 
strong support of the general charge of conspiracy. 

Ttems 12, 13, 14 and 15 relate to police activities at and 
about the Romulus Restaurant, chiefly the parking of police 
vehicles there and the marking down of the license plate 
numbers of all automobiles parked there at a certain time. 
The “normal police procedure” tag is not given to these 
activities in the Reply Brief, so apparently it is conceded 
that they were at least somewhat “unusual”. But, it is said, 
how was plaintiff affected? The answer is that these activi- 
ties, according to the complaint, were directed against him, 
so that he would be bound to be affected in his employment 
at the restaurant. Not only that, but the swarms of police 
ears and the marking down of license numbers of patrons 
of the restaurant would impinge directly upon the plain- 
tiff, causing him at the least humiliation and embarrass- 
ment, and presumably placing his employment in jeopardy. 

Items 16, 17, 18 and 19 allege that plaintiff was (a) 
followed by a patrol car on one occasion in the early morn- 
ing hours and (b) stopped and, questioned by police on 
siz occasions. The comments of appellees are substantially 
the same as those made on the other items and need not 
be answered in detail. But the comment on Item 18 is truly 
a classic, and invites rejoinder. The allegation is that two 
police officers, acting under instructions from the defend- 
ant Thomas, stopped and questioned the plaintiff at 10:00 
AM., 12:30 P.M., 3:00 P.M., and 6:00 P.M. on April 26, 
1961 (within the total space of eight hours). Appellees 
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say, as to this: “Merely stopping a man and speaking to 
him on four separate occasions”!! It is submitted that this 
amounts to watering down the plain allegations to an egre- 
gious and unwarranted extent. Certainly the stopping and 
interrogation of a citizen by the police cannot be equated 
with “speaking” to him. The plaintiff was not halted in 
order for police officers to exchange the time of day with 
him. 

Item 20 charges that in the early morning hours of April 
27, 1961, two police officers parked in front of plaintiff’s 
apartment and flashed the red light of their patrol car upon 
the apartment for about an hour. Clearly this was an out- 
rageous use of police power and apparatus. Appellees 
attempt to excuse the episode on the ground that there is 
no accompanying allegation that it was done pursuant to 
order and that it could be proper for many reasons—“prin- 
cipally to find out if the plaintiff was home, or in relation 
to some matter unconnected with this case.” If the police 
did merely wish to find out if plaintiff were at home (in the 
early morning hours) they chose a strange way indeed to 
satisfy their curiosity. It would have been a simple matter 
for them to knock on the apartment door—assuming they 
had a legitimate reason—or to telephone. As for the absence 
of an “order” allegation: this item charges an occurrence, 
and the complaint alleges that it was done pursuant to the 
encompassing plan and purpose of the defendants, and 
their conspiracy (T.R. 50, 51). 

The last item—Overt Act No. 21—alleges that in the 
course of three days employees and personnel of the 
Romulus Restaurant were stopped and questioned about 
their personal lives and about the plaintiff approximately 
twelve times. The sole comment of appellees is: “An ordi- 
nary and essential part of a police investigation.” Interro- 

gation is, of course, recognized police procedure, But here 
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the stopping and questioning were done, nat pursuant to 
any legitimate investigation, but in pursuance of: the objec- 
tive of the defendants to harrass plaintiff and to: “per- 
suade” him to move elsewhere. As a matter of. fact, the. 
affidavits of defendants which have been added to the: ree- 
ord.on appeal themselves show that at no time was. the 
plaintiff suspected of any public offense, and that in fact _ 
the police had nothing against him personally (T.R. 19— 
affidavit of Selby and Orr). How then could there have 
been a legitimate “investigation” which involved the inter- 
rogation on so many occasions of individuals connected 
with plaintiff through his employment? 
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2. The Acts Charged Against the Defendants in the Complaint 
Are Not Excused by Reference to the General Powers and 

; Authority of Police Officers, Nor by Reference to Matters 
Entirely Beyond the Complaint. 

Appellees advance three arguments in an attempt to show 
that the action of the Phoenix Police Department “is com- 
pletely defensible.” (Reply Brief, pp. 17-23): (a) Routine 
police conduct in conformity with police duty; (b) Routine 
police duty in relation to the whereabouts of two men 
“wanted for murder in Tucson” and to alleged friends and 
associates of plaintiff; (c) The presumption that public 
officers have properly discharged the duties of their office. 

Appellant will consider these points out of order, com- 
ing first to (b). Appellees have entirely lost sight of the 
primary question on this appeal, which is the sufficiency 
of the first amended complaint. They would justify the dis- 
missal of the complaint for reasons which have nothing to 
do with this point, and which necessarily involve the con- 
sideration of matters which are extraneous thereto. They 
say, in effect, that the dismissal was proper because the 
defendants had a good defense to the complaint (as yet 
unpleaded, and certainly unproved). It would appear to be 
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well settled in Federal practice that upon a motion to dis- 
miss a complaint for failure to state a claim, every material 
allegation of fact is taken as true. 2 Moore’s Fed. Prac. 
2244, Sec. 12.08. Under Rule 12(b) such a motion under 
certain conditions may be taken as a motion for summary 
judgment, but the conditions are not present here. No mat- 
ters outside the complaint were presented by defendants 
below in support of their motion, as the motion itself shows 
(T.R. 58-59). And where this is the case, it would appear 
that the motion must be confined to the pleading under 
attack, and extraneous matters may not be brought in to 
support it on appeal, or to justify a favorable ruling. In 
any case, even a speaking motion under Rule 12(b)—and 
there was none here—cannot resolve questions of fact on 
disputed proof. 2 Moore’s Fed. Prac. 2257, See. 12.09. 

The discussion in the Reply Brief (p. 17; see also p. 4) 
revolving about Charlie Battagha, Rudy Preffetto, et al., 
accordingly has no proper place in argument on this ap- 
peal. But assuming that, by some kind of legerdemain, the 
argument is available to appellees, appellant raises the 
question whether this “defense” is really a defense at all. If 
all the orders and actions and the bustling activity of the 
Phoenix Police Department set forth in the complaint were 
intended (as appellees would have this Court believe) to 
secure information concerning two men “wanted for mur- 
der” and other men who were assertedly friends of the 
plaintiff, how in the name of simple common sense could 
this objective be achieved by, for example, shining a police 
spotlight upon plaintiff’s residence, or telling plaintiff that 
the police wanted him to leave Phoenix, or stopping and 
interrogating him repeatedly and with monotonous regu- 
larity, or announcing that the police were going to do every- 
thing possible to get plaintiff to locate elsewhere? It seems 
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reasonable to say-that these and other actions ‘and orders 
of the police would operate in direct contradiction to the 
claimed police objective. This may be, in truth, a “comment 
on the evidence”, but it does point up the fact that these are 
essentially matters of defensive evidence, and outside “the 
proper area of interest on this appeal. ; 

-: Under (c), appellees quote from 20 Am. Jur. at page 174, 
The subject is‘“Evidence”, and the quotation does no more 
than set forth the evidentiary rule that there is a presump- 
tion in favor of public officers. In the trial of this case the 
defendants might be entitled to an instruction along these 
lines, but plainly the principle has nothing to do with 
whether or not a justiciable claim is set forth in the com- 
plaint here. The same authority declares that: 


“The presumption, although one of law, and not of fact, 
that public officers in the discharge of their duties have 
observed all formalities, is a rebuttable one which may 
be overthrown by competent evidence.” 20 Am. Jur. 
181, “Evidence”, Sec. 175. 


And the complaint charges, in effect, that the acts com- 
plained of were dehors the proper exercise of the functions 
of defendants as police officers, though “under color and 
pretense of law” (T.R. 50). x 
‘The Reply Brief is somewhat unclear to appellant in 
regard to the development of the argument epitomized as 
(a), p. 19. It will be assumed that the authorities cited on 
pages 19 to 23 are intended to relate to this point. © 
‘Appellees cite and quote extensively from the opinion of 
Judge Kaufman in United’ States v. Bondnno, etal (DC 
NY, 1959), 180 F. Supp. 71. This, it is interesting to note, 
is-not the principal opinion of Judge Kaufman in ‘the 
fanious’ Apalachin Case (for this, see 177 F. Supp. 106), 
but rather is a separate opinion filed by him ‘in support of 
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14 
his rulings on various motions to suppress evidence. The 
judgment was reversed in United States v. Buffalino, et al, 
(2 CA, 1960), 285 F.2d 408. The Court of Appeals did not 
rule directly on the opinion of Judge Kaufman in 180 F. 
Supp., but Justice Clark, in his concurring opinion makes 
this comment thereon in Footnote 3: 


“* * * So the court’s ruling supporting admissibility 
in United States v. Bonanno, D.C.S. D.N-Y., 180 F. 
Supp. 71, would seem at variance with Henry v. United 
States, 361 U.S. 98, 80 8. Ct. 168, 4 L. Ed. 2d 134, and 
the rationale there set forth * * *” (285 F. 2d at 420) 


Hence the authority of Judge Kaufman’s opinion, which is 
so extensively relied upon by appellees here, would appear 
to be subject to at least some doubt. 

Be that as it may, the opinion itself sets forth the fol- 
lowing limitation on the power to stop and interrogate 
motorists : é 

“On the other hand, it seems equally clear that the 
essential freedom. of the indwidual demands that po- 

- lice not be permitted to stop every car that passes 

with no other justification than mere inclination or the 
desire to harass with no legitimate end in view. In my 
preliminary opinion on these motions I alluded to the 
requisites for a legal stoppage for investigation, which 
I found were met in this case. I stated these require- 
ments to be (1) belief by the officer involved that a 
crime might have been committed; (2) reasonable 
grounds for such a belief and (3) absolute necessity 
for immediate investigatory activity.” (180 F. Supp. 
at 80; emphasis supplied.) 


In the case a bar none of these prerequisites, as stated by 
Judge Kaufman, is found. Appellees would presumably 
take the position that numerous stoppages, interrogations, 
reports and the like which are pleaded were justified be- 
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cause the police officers may have thought, and had: reason 
to. think, that -a crime had’ been committed and that im- 
mediate investigation was imperative.’ The -only “erime” 
which: itvis even suggested that: the plaintiff might be con: 
nected with was the offense of having “wicked” associates 
and being the son of Joseph Bonanno. It is submitted that 
appellees-are stretching the Kaufman rule entirely beyond 
the limitations placed on the rule by Judge Kaufman 
himself. ° oe . 

Busby v. United States (9 CA, 1961), 296 F.2d 328, ‘is also 
cited by appellees in this contest. In that case, a crime 
(robbery) had been committed, and the police officers‘ ar- 
rested and searched defendants after discovering a sawed- 
off shotgun in their vehicle. The distinction on the facts 
from the instant case is so marked as not to require 
elaboration. 

Tn summation on this subject, appellant wishes to point 
out that he did not complain in his first amended complaint 
merely of a detention and questioning on one or two occa- 
tions, but of a veritable barrage of orders and actions 
emanating from the Phoenix police. Their total and com- 
bined effect will be weighed and evaluated by this court. 
This is not a case where a defendant in a criminal action 
complains of evidence adduced against him as the result 
of an unlawful search and seizure ; but rather a case brought 
under the Civil Rights Statutes in which -the plaintiff 
charges conspiracy and a general plan and purpose of the 
defendants, acting under color of their authority of city 
police, to interfere with his rights ; and alleges a multitude 
of acts and orders emanating from that conspiracy, with: 
out any legitimate police objective or function being thereby 
subserved. 
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3. The Police Power, However Defined, Does Not Extend to the 
Right to Harass and Interfere With the Rights of an Individual 
Beyond the Recognized, Legitimate Purposes of Police Activity. 
Appellant has no quarrel with the principles or authori- 
ties cited on pages 23-27 of the reply brief. He does, how- 
ever, question the accuracy of the statement: “Certainly 
the Phoenix police were fair in their exercise of power.” 
It is apparently the position of appellees that police are 
free to employ any police device, to use any method, to 
stop, detain, question, follow, assemble and mass police 
vehicles, shine lights in the dead of night on a private resi- 
dence, and so on, to their hearts’ content—so long as they 
stop short of brutality. Appellees say (Reply Brief, p. 26): 


“Ror reasons of its own, the Police Department of the 
City of Phoenix followed a police pattern which the 
Court knows as a matter of common knowledge is a 
sound police practice.” (emphasis supplied.) 


Is it the law that a police department “for reasons of its 

- own” may do what it likes as against a citizen? Appellant 
had supposed that a police department, like any other 
agency of government, must operate within the law, and 
not according to its whim or caprice. 

Is it indeed “sound police practice” for the police of a 
city to do the things which are charged against the defend- 
ants here (always remembering that plaintiff was not 
charged with or suspected of the commission of any crime) ? 
If the police—to refer to one assertion alone of the com- 
plaint—may stop and interrogate a motorist on the public 

}ewx — streets “ser times in the space of eight hours, without any 
<S% purpose except to subject him to pressure and annoyance, 
why cannot they do the same thing twenty times, or fifty, 

or a hundred? 
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$ Te ‘right of a citizen’ to travel: “unimpeded onthe “high* 
Ways. and” ‘sttéets_ of, the nation, abserit, some, ‘Teedgnized 
legal reason for stopping and questioning him, is well estab- 
lished. Wirin v. Hor ‘all (DCA Cal, 1948), 85 C.A. 2d 497, 
193 P’ 2d 470, Was a case in which plaintiff brought suit to 
enjoin’ the expenditure of public funds in Los Angeles for 
police blockades. The appellate court, in reversing a judg- 
ment of dismissal on demurrer, said this: 
‘Persons lawfully within the United States of mee 
are entitled to use the public highways and have a 
right of free passage thereon without interruption or 
search, unless a public officer authorized to~- search 
knows of probable cause for believing that the vehicle 
is carrying contraband or that the occupants, thereof 
have violated some law.” (p. 472) 


4. The First Amended Complaint Meets the Tests Laid. Down by 
This Court in Hoffman v. Halden. 
| Appellees devote pages 27 to 32 of their Reply Brief to 
an attempt to show that the cases cited in the Opening 
Brief are not in point. These cases were presented ‘by 
Appellant in support of various propositions of law; and 
not with the suggestion that any one of them is “on all 
| fours” with the case at bar on the precise facts alleged 
i in the complaint. 
' Hoffman v. Halden, (9 CA,.1959), 268 F.2d 280, and 
Cohen v. Cahill (9 CA, 1960)7H-F.2d-298'dre more closely 
in’ point than any other cases, appellant believes. These 
are covered in some detail in-the Opening Brief (pp. 6,-10), 
and this Court, of course, is thoroughly familiar with them: 
In Hoffman, the overt acts followed a different pattern 
and were less subtle, perhaps, than those charged:in the 
ease at bar; but it may be pointed out that here the acts 
charged show clearly an involvement of practically the 


j 
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entire Phoenix police force, from the top down, whereas 
in the Hoffman case the complaint was directed only against 
the superintendent of the Oregon state mental hospital, two 
members of the public health service of an Oregon county, 
and a private physician. So the scope of the alleged con- 
spiracy and deprivation of plaintiff’s rights in the instant 
case is in this respect far greater than it was in the Hoff- 
man case. 

In Cohen, the overt acts charged apparently covered a 
period of less than a day. One of these was that the plain- 
tiff there was “ordered to get out of town”; another was 
that he was questioned against his will over a period of 
four or five hours. The complaint in the instant case charges 
acts which are quite similar to these, as well, of course, as 
many more. 

It is not contended that what happened to the appellant 
in Phoenix is precisely what happened to Cohen in San 
Francisco or to Hoffman in Oregon. Such an identity of 
detail would indeed be a rare occurrence in the law. It is 


contended that the Hoffman and Cohen cases are sound ° 


authority and precedent for appellant’s position here, and 
for the proposition that his first amended complaint states 
a sound claim for relief under the Civil Rights Statutes. 


ITI. 
STATEMENT RELATING TO THE RIGHT TO AMEND 
It is felt that the argument on this point was adequately 
presented in the Opening Brief. Consequently, appellant 
will not burden the Court with an additional dissertation 
on the subject. 
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_ CONCLUSION 

The allegations in the Amended. Complaint remind one 
of the activities of the State in George Orwell’s book “1984”. 
The decision here can be far réaching: If the judgment of 
the lower ‘Court is upheld, it is conceivable and not improb- 
able that, for example, the “segregationists” can achieve 
their wrongful objectives by the samie methods the appel- 
lees have used in their attempt to “run Bonanno out- of 
town”. The decision may well have an-effect on race, color, 
réligion, the selection of political officers, and in other socia- 
logical areas. It opens the way for Government under Big 
Brother. 

It is, therefore, respectfully submitted that this Court 
should remand the case for a trial on its merits.
